Here may be added ſomc honeſt Artiſts , as 
Matiners, Ship wrights, and other Carpenters, Maſons, Smiths of all 
ſores, Coupers, Turners, Fletchers, ConfeRioners, Taylors, Weavers 
of all forts, Tanners, Corciers, Shvo-makers , Potters, Founders, 
ſach as burn Soap-aſhes, Soap-boylers, Sale-perer-men, Hemp-dreflers, 
Rope-makers, Pin-makers, Needle-makers, Cutlers, Nailemen, Gardi- 
ners, Husban- men, Comb-makers, Joyners, Printers, Pewterers, Brazi- 
ers, Book- binders. 

Now all theſe are in their proper skill and diſcretion owned and 
taught by the Lord, Iſa. 18. 26. and therefore the exerciſe of their gifc 
ſhould nor be principally ro ſerve their own belly or ſubſiſtence , bur the 
Lord, Rom. 16.18. Phil. g. 19. And he expetts they ſhould think how 
to be moſt ſerviceable to him and their generation, Aﬀs 13. 36. 1 Cor. 
Is. 7. Whelicas ſome of theſe are not only miſcrable dradges to others, 
(their work affording wealth ro the vender , but ſcarce bread to the ma- 
ker) bur alſo are hinderances ro (thoſe of the ſame myſterie) in their owa 
generation if they ſtay athome, whereas they mighr be ſome of each gift 
an advantage to Gods work and people abroad, and fo en caſe rothem 
ar home.

To Chriftians of any of theſe ranks, I propound the propagating of 
the Goſpel by Chriſtian Colonies in the Ga of Guaiana for theſe 
four Reaſons. Ls

The timc of fulfilling theſe promiſes is ſuch as may lead ro 
his work propounded. Fos the incarnation and death of Chriſt made 
ay for them, Luke 2. 30, 31, 32: John 10. 15, 16. 12, 20, 24, 32. And 
hey were nor wholly fulfilled ia the Apofiles dayes : For our own Na- 
ion (that is the Saxons here) and many others were not ſprinkled with 
e Goſpel cill ſome centuries afrer the Apoſiles. Nay, ſome Nations after 
ntichrifts uſurpiug the throne continued inder heathen Idolatry, aud 
re noW Under Chriſtian profeſſion. And though the Nations may have 
ome further advance in their number and mecaſnre of acknowledging 
dd in Chriſt afrer the converſion of Fewes , and the reſt of Iſracl , Iſas 
(4 I- Rev. 21. 24. Yet it ſecms that the* acknowledgement of God in 
hriſt by-all nations in ſome degree will forego, kelp, and carry on the 
averſion of che Fewes and their brethren , Rom 12 . 25, 26, 31. Luke

ions wich the Goſpel ſeems to be furthered by the ſeparation from, and 
allowed by the deſiraQtion of Babylon, Rev. 14, I, 2»—6, 7,8.

Chriſt ro all nations are a ground for our endeavours this way, Rom. 15, 
19,2@,2T. As 13. 46, 47. And Chrifſts commands of this end«cavyour are 
yet in force, extending in the promiſe and purport of them far beyond 
that preſent age of the Apoſtfes, Matth 28.15,20. Myr. 16. Ig, And: as 
Gods promiſes and commands, ſo our ewa prayers ( if ſincere ) wiltcall 
in our endeavours to this work, Matth. 9. x/t. with 1@, 1. We cannor 
expe& rhe nations ſhould be brought in by Ang:)s from heaven , but by 
the (ſervants of Chriſt on earch, exciting and provoking theſe nations, 
r,4/,100, 1-96.3-9, $,94 22.29,30,31.

27,30,31.72.16,17, Wherefore the planting in Europe, er in any Iflands 
of Columba deſtirure of, and remete from rhe Indians ( as Barbados, Ann 
titua, Jamaica ) hath no immediate tendency to this ſervice. Yet if in 
all our Weft-Indian Plantations , and in Virginia , ſore faithfull rea't 
Preachers protected and \trengthened by ſober Magiſtrates, did hearcily 
give themſelves upto the work of the Lord , they might finde a be'tes 
harveſt then ar home where they are refuſed, Matt 21. 28,:9,30,31,32. 
and prepare this people to great\ervice in that part of the world, 
s Branch. if we will do any thing in this work, we muft ( as the Sun 
and Glopel do, Pſal.72. 19.) move forward roward the Wett , and nor 
back to the Eaſt (and ſo nor ro Europe or Afie ) Mar. 24. 27-8-11,12. Mal. 
x.11. Pſal.$0.1.65.8. If Chriſtians in going abroad mean to follow their 
Lord and do good (even this great good Jromen in extending the know- 
ledge and Kingdome of Chriſt, they muft leok to that part of man-kind, 
which never yer heard the ſound of Chriſt in the Goſpel , for. ſuch are 
more under the promiſes, Rom.15.19,20,21. Tſe.55.5.66.19. And amorg 
ſuch in rheir firſt times ( which have” been the warmeſt and ſweeteſt in a 
ſpicitoall account ) will be a quicker trade and ncgoriation for the Goſpel 
:hen among thoſe people in Europe or Afi, who haye finned themſelves 
mo 
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into judiciall hardneſſe, and forſcited the preſence and power of the 
Goſpel which they now count bur an old and weary ſong, Iſa. 6. g,to,11,

not only beyond the Iſlands ( which upon this acconmt cannor come into 
competirion ) bur alſo ( as ir ſeems )) beyond orher parts of the Continens 
of Columba, for you will have here 3 advantages. 

7. This will be an honour worthy of the ambition of noble Chriſtians,

9. and thar firſt in the 
Land, it being not raken up by the Spanyard or any other of Chriſt. an pro= 
feſſion , mor yet filled by the Natives, ſo that ye are in no danger of do- 
ing reall wrong to any, Gen. 9.1. 34, 2Is Iſa. 45.18, As 17. 26. And 


ſecondly, room is made ia the hearts of that people which gives leave - 


and righr «f pofſ:i{ſion, Gen 20.15.21, 25+ Theſe Indians gave an invitati- 
on tothe Lord Willkengbby and the Engliſh, ro theix Couurrey 3 which in- 
vitation was the ground of the ſaid Lords planting on Suranam( one River 
in Guaiana |) and this was confirmed by a price paid to the Indians apon 
his eatrance. | | 

3- The hopeful diſpoſition of this people pleads for Graitena, rather 
then Florida, where the Indian is more fierce, wailike , and intraftable, 
as appearech by the lare murcher of chem thac wenr with a Prince of cheirs 
from hencc ( and iris ill planting a Chriſtian Colony for the Goſpel in 
war and blocd ) allo they are more given to idlenefle, and lefle to civility 
befides the confiderable neighbour force cf rhe Spanyard. Bur Guaians is 
alr-gerther our of the road , poilefſion and influence of rhe Spanyard , and 
the Indians are his mortall encmics , bur very induſtrious, ingenious, and 
humane , and not that I can hear doing wrong, if men break not wit 
them in the law of nature (( as ſome of our own and other Nations have 
done ) and an undenyable proof of this we have in the quier dwelling of 
one ſiagl e family, Jacob Enofh, upon one branch of Surenam ewo years be- 
fore the Engliſh Plantation , and the Engliſh Colony had leſle then 109, 
men ar firſ},& they (as afterwards theſe that followed) planting ar diftance 
and alone, which is a better witneſle of che Indians peaceableneflc then of 
the prudenee of the Engliſh. And the Narives have now an intereſt in 
the ſertlement and ſaſery of the Ergiiſh , who are become their guard a 
gainſt rheir enemies, | |

a refreſhing if youneed ir, to make the voyage ſeem lefle tedious; and the 
| coaſt is more ſafe than the Northers, for ſhips may ride there as in a har- 
[| bour, therebeing no Hurricens or Quick-ſands, Rocks, or ſheals to hazard 
; your ſhip- Neither is there any ſeaſon of che year that hinders your paſ- 
| yo chither or thence , ſo that there may be double or treble recarns in 
' rheyear. 
| Third Reaſen, is the goodneſſe ofthe Countrey, which may be known 
by what is, or may well be there.z and we have no cauſe to doubt that 
Gn4iana in one pare or other will yield whar the Weſt* Indies generally 
do, and we are ſure it hath ſome peculiar fayours, if you rake but one 
inftance of the Nurmeg and Mace. This I may ſay, that the bounty of 
' God tothat Land is ſuch , chart lefle Eſtates are neceſſary for planting at 
; © firſt, or maintenance afrer , then either in Europe or New-England. : So

' fedo'd houſe is as much as is nece(ſary at firſt , and this may be raiſed in leſſe 
| then a weeke by five or fixe hands. Andi if or whileft you will fit down among 
rhe preſent Planters in Suranam , you may purchaſe a Cabin and fallen 
+. and planted ground for the value of 30 or 40 Pounds flerling , yea ſome for 
:leſſe, which Plantation you may ſell again if you have occaſion. Alſo when 
| \ you have leaſnre and reaſon for fironger and better building, there is good 
7 clay for Bricks, good Timber in great flore and pleaſant variety , and flone 'in 
| fe ome par I's,

' - 2. Reingvig which is ſo neceſſary and ſo deare in cold Countrejes and. 
| : Plantations 
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Plantations will eaſily riſe here. Here the Cotton tree beares in nine montth® | 
after planting , and this Free yields matter for Dimmity , Filftian, and Ca” | 
hicoes #0 many Countries in the World, and in Guaiana may be ſo uſefull 
the very Indians being likely to ftore you with Yarne upon eafie termes, beſides | 
what your owne hands of women and children will do. Alſo filke grafſe grows | 
ahindanth » Which will give a fine and firong Linnen. And there is little 
doubt of the growth of Flax and Hempe at leaft in the lower and moifter parts 

of this Land, Therefore in this Countrey as numerous Famities need little 
clathing , ſo what they need will oft but little. 


3. Food ito be had here in greater plenty and variety then in England, 
or any of it's Plantations elſewhere ſetled, as you may judge by particulars. 
The Corne yields in three or foure moneths many hundred fold, and this it 
doth ordinarily twice , and may be thrice in the yeare. ' Some peaſe beare in 
three moneths , ſome in halfe the time , ſome much longer , and all the yeare 
long yee may in this Land gather green Peaſe. Potatoes planted from ſlips 
yeeld in three moneths , ſome — gp » Yames in four , andof a ſmall piece of 
root grow to incredible greatnefſe, and this keeps longer in the houſe then Po» 
tato's, and befides other uſe yields 4 good flower. Caſſava yields in nine 
moneths and leſſe. The Plantan in twelve or leſſe. All theſe are generally 
uſefull for bread and drinke, The Sugar-Cane for drinke and Strong-waters.

our parts, and the Cattle do beare ſooner. Fleſh and Fiſh take ſalt well, For 
further refreſhing, there is ftore of pleaſant and wholſome fruit ; for beſide 
the Planran , the ground is apt for Figs, Oranges, Limmons, Limes, Pom- 
Gitrens, Pomegranates» Pine- apple, Gugua , Grapes, Datcs, Almonds, Coko, 
Cacar, and ſeverall ſorts of plumbs.

_ ThePlantan (which is ſo greata ſtay and refreſhing in a Family) when 
It is once planted coſts no further labour ,. and is ever bearing, and is 
cafily propagated by the ſuccours which abundantly ſpring from the roor, 
For helpin labour, ycu may more caſfily than in cold Countries procure 
and maintain heathen hond-ſervanrs, (Blacks or others) and in that point 
bc afrer the manner ofthe Patriarchs. Alſo beſide Bulls, Oxen , and 
Heifers for labour, ye may have Horſes, Afſinicoes , and ir is poſſible 
Camels. And what Cattcl you have there willbe more eaſily kept then 
in the North, becauſethe graſſe ever ſpringing , excuſeth rhe royle of 
making Wintecr-proviſion for them, as well as the heat doth the trenble 
of houſing them. 

Likewiſe the fencing of ground , which is ſo great andcontinuall a 
charge in our Northern Plantations , will be cafier diſpatched here ; for 
afrer your firft fencing withavy rough, refuſe Timber, the lime trees 
plinred rriangularly ard plaſhed, will ſoon make an impafſable and laſt- 
ing fence, and alſo yceld a nſefall froir, 

Now theſe four particalars ſpeak enough to anſwer your expeRation, 
ifit be as Jacobs was in goiug from his native Countrey , Gen. 28. 26, 21, 1 
22. It hc might have hread to cate, and raiment to put on, he counts ir en- 


gageement and help enough ro acknowledge God in converſation and | 


worſhip. Yerthat honeſt poor families may be truſted ( on the credit of 
rhcir Plaatation ) with tranſport and prefent ſupport, and avoid thoſe 
\ andals of non-payment of debrs, and exaQion in dealing , Which have 
followed the want of commodity in cold and barren Plantations. Behold 
a fifih particular of Gods liberality in the Countrey propoſed.

Other commodities are , Su* 
g2r, Indico, Ginger, Tobacco, Not to omit what an ingenious people 
will prove and improve where there are ſo good materials, ſo much 
room , and in ſo good a land. ' Further there are Nutmeg-rtreess Cina- 
m>ne loves , ſcverall forts of Pepper, Berries and Woods for caters |

The fourth Reaſon is che feafiblence of planting Chriſtian Colonies 6n 
Guatane, This appears in the Termes of che Netherlanders , who have 
three ſmall Colonies vpon thar Coaft, and in thoſe of Suranam , an En» 
gliſh Colony firſt ſetled by the Lord Willoughby of Parham. With cither 
the pooreſt may be enabled as well as che able encouraged to planr uprn 
Guaiana. Ir is likely thoſe Engliſh which are already removed into #4- 
land, will incline either unto ſome free foundation of rheir own if they 
were able, or tothe proredtion of the State where they now live. Bar 
if upon treaty they receive ſati:fation (as it is potiible they may) in ſome 
particulars, then they may haply be content to goe with and ncer their 
own fleſh and blood , I mean Engliſh people, For whereas the Durch
